SUMMARY OF THE REASONS FOR DECISION: 

The video recording entitled Die Faust Im Arsch (also known as Faust Fucker Pussy 
Poker Vol. 6) is classified as: 

Objectionable. 

The video recording is deemed objectionable because it promotes and supports the 
use of urine in association with sexual conduct (under s3(2)(d) of the Films, Videos, 
and Publications Classification Act 1993 (FVPC Act)). The video recording promotes 
and supports this activity by focusing on the act of urination in a titilatory manner either 
before or after sexual intercourse. The video recording also contains scenes where 
health care professionals exploit their medical relationship with patients to engage in 
sexual activity with them. These scenes involve women undergoing gynaecological 
examinations subsequent to which they are engaged in sexual intercourse by the 
medical professional involved. The medical nature of the relationship between the 
health care professional and patient is firmly established due to the context for the 
appointment. 

The main focus of the video recording is on the sexual practice known as ‘fisting’. The 
feature contains a number of images of women inserting their hands into the vagina 
and/or anus of other women for the purpose of sexual pleasure. Fisting is presented 
as a safe form of sexual practice that is able to be undertaken without any particular 
knowledge or information. The presentation of this form of female to female sexual 
activity is also intended to sexually titillate the viewer and acts to objectify women as a 
sexual curiosity. In the main the practice appears to be consensual and care is taken 
in the performance of such activity. Plowever, there is one scene where a nurse 
inserts her fist into the vagina of a pregnant woman and the woman in turn inserts her 
hand into the anus of the nurse. The focus given to this activity being carried out on a 
pregnant woman and the use of a medical context degrades and dehumanises the 
women involved to a high degree. 

If a series of excisions were made to remove the acts of urination, the sexualisation of 
the doctor/patient relationships and the strongest degrading and dehumanising 
elements, the remaining material could be made available without likely injury, 
provided that the video recording is restricted to an adult audience. 
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However, the owner of the video recording refused to make excisions when offered 
this option and therefore the publication is deemed objectionable. The New Zealand 
Bill of Rights Act 1990 (NZBR Act) has been considered in classifying the video 
recording. Section 3(2)(d) of the FVPC Act overrides si 4 of the NZBR Act as it is a 
deeming provision that cannot be given a meaning consistent with the rights and 
freedoms contained in si 4. 
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
